Argument In Fav or of International 
Mo v ement by United States Bureau 
o f Education— Right 
Liv ing 
Under 
Right Co nditio ns For School Children 
o f First Importance. 


W ith the closing of the fou rth in­ 
ternational * congress 
on 
school 
hy ­ 
giene, lately held at Bu ffalo, one fact 
stands ou t v iv idly , according to the 
United States bu reau of edu cation. 
“The school hy giene mov ement has be­ 
come a positiv e mov ement for the ad­ 
v ancem ent of the health of the school 
child rather thau a negativ e su mming 
up of disease,” say s a bu lletin ju st is­ 
su ed by the bu reau . 
“The health emphasis was particu ­ 
larly noticeable in the scientific ex hib­ 
it held in connection with the con­ 
gress. 
Visitors to edu cational ex hibi­ 
tions on hy giene and sanitation do not 
need to be told how,, frequ ently these 
hav e been of the ‘chamber of horrors’ 
v ariety . 
There were su rv iv als of this 
ty pe iu the Bu ffalo ex hibits, bu t for 
the most part the positiv e, sane, nor­ 
mal ex hibit was conspicu ou sly pres­ 
ent. 
Pictures a Feature. 
“There were wonderfu l pictu res of 
city girls engaged iii ou tdoor sports 
and gam es—the New York schoolgirls, 
for 
instance, 
who 
in 
their 
Pu blic 
Schools Athletic leagu e illu strate the 
new er health spirit of the hou r, the 
spirit 
of 
wholesome 
recreation, 
to 
which ev en the tenement seems to su c­ 
cu mb. 
“The old familiar ex hibits of wan 
and careworn consu mptiv e children 
were replaced in the ex hibits with 
cheerfu l pictu res of ‘pretu bercu lou s* 
y ou ngsters bu sy in the school of the 
ou t of doors, their faces bright with 
the hope of health, ty pical of the 
knowledge th at fresh air and su nshine 
can and will driv e tu bercu losis from 
the earth. 
“There were more illu strations of 
healthy teeth than decay ed in the 
Bu ffalo ex hibit; there was less em ­ 
phasis on the pitiable condition of bad 
teeth and more stress on the adv an­ 
tages of good teeth, and. abov e all, 
there was the spotless school dental 
clinic of Cincinnati and other cities, 
with its promise of better, cleaner 
m ou ths for fu tu re school children. 
Centra! Fact Emphasized. 
“Ex hibits of the old sort there were. 
a 
few, ju st as there were a few 
speeches of the kind that were u n­ 
dou btedly necessary in the early day s 
of the health mov ement to arou se pu b­ 
lic sentiment, bu t tile one big central 
fact, both in the ex hibit and in the 
speeches, was that school hy giene Is 
to be henceforth considered from the 
point of v iew of health, not disease; 
th at sou nd bodies, clear minds, normal 
dev elopment, air and su nlight, rational 
liv ing, edu cation to fit for natu ral pro­ 
du ctiv e 
life, are the things to be 
stressed; th at it is not so mu ch a fight 
against disease as It is a fight for 
health. 
It was almost as if the dele­ 
gates of the nations a t Bu ffalo had de­ 
clared to the world: ‘There are many 
things to be done. 
We know the ev ils 
now; let u s remedy where we can, bu t 
let u s abov e all do ou r best to point the 
way to clean, healthfu l, normal liv ing 
for the generations to come.’ ”

AID A RRIV ES JUST IN TIME. 


Relief Ship -Sav es Party o f Ex plorers 
From Terrible Death. 
According to dis;.- 
from Christ­ 
chu rch, New Zen 
lief arriv ed 
ju st in the nick ol 
lo sav e the 
liv es of Dr. Dou glas Clawson, the Au s­ 
tralian antarctic ex plorer, and his fiv e 
companions who were left in March 
last on Macqu arie island, in the Ant­ 
arctic 
ocean, 
when 
the 
remaining 
twenty -fou r members of Dr. Mawson’s 
ex pedition retu rned to Tasmania. 
The six men were believ ed to hav e 
ample pro v isio ns to last them until 
the antarctic spring, 
but the co m­ 
mander o f a go v ernment steamer re­ 
cently seut to their relief repo rts that 
the ex plo rers had ex hausted all their 
supplies and had been liv ing fo r so me 
time o n the hearts and to ngues o f sea 
elephants. 
All o f them were o bv io usly 
in v ery weak co nditio n when the re­ 
lief ship reached them. 
Dr. Mawso n’s ex peditio n was unfo r­ 
tunate in lo sing by death two o f its 
members o wing to accidents on the ice 
—-Lieutenant Ninuis, an English army 
officer, and Dr. Xav ier Mertz, a Swiss 
scientist. 
The o riginal ex peditio n left Ho bart, 
Tasmania, o n Dec. 2, 1911, its principal 
o bject being the ex plo ratio n and sur­ 
v ey o f the antarctic co ast line. 
When the Aurora went to fetch the 
ex plo rers back early this y ear the v es­ 
sel was fo rced to leav e befo re taking 
o n Dr. Mawso n and fiv e o f his co m­ 
panio ns, as she was in danger o f being 
crushed by the ice. 


Colebrook, N. H„ Sept. 13.—That he 
will not be back in Matteawan in less 
than six months, if ev er, is the opinion

M. I. Grossmon of New York, who 
is now Thaw ’s chief of cou nsel, say s 
he has receiv ed assu rances that Gov ­ 
ernor Felker will not issu e an ex ecu ­ 
tiv e w arrant for the ex tradition with­ 
ou t notify ing Thaw ’s cou nsel. 
“We 
hope, of cou rse.’’ said he “that Gov ­ 
ernor Felker will decide that Thaw' 
shrou ld be giv en his liberty in this 
state. 
Shou ld he not decide so, how­ 
ev er, we hav e been assu red by him 
that before he issu es the ex ecu tiv e 
w arrant he will giv e u s time to su e 
ou t a writ of habeas corpu s and thu s 
throw the m atter into the cou rts of 
New Hampshire.

CATTLE QUARANTINE LIFTED. 
REINCARNATE NEW RACE. 


N e a rly 10,000 Square M iles of Southern 
T e rritory Are Affected. 
By o rder o f the acting secretary o f 
agriculture, nearly 10,000 square miles 
o f new territo ry are to be released fro m 
the so uthern cattle quarantine at o nce. 
This quarantine has been maintained 
fo r y ears against the so uthern cattle 
infected with the ticks which carry the 
T ex an fev er. 
There has been a cru­ 
sade fo r cleaning up the tick infected 
territo ry carried o n since 19 06 and 
nearly 200,000 o f the 7 00,000 square 
miles o f quarantined territo ry hav e al­ 
ready been declared tick free and re­ 
leased. 
This has v astly increased the 
v alue o f so uthern cattle in the cleared 
territo ry and is increasing the meat 
supply , which ev entually will tend to 
reduce the price o f m eat 
At present, ho wev er, the meat o ut­ 
lo o k, acco rding to the bureau o f ani­ 
mal industry , is bad o wing to the 
dro ught o f the past summer in the 
middle and so uth west and the high 
price o f sto ck feed, which increases 
the co st o f carry ing cattle thro ugh the 
winter.

Clerks in many cou nties 
of 
the 
state will be benefited by an op inion 
giv en by the state board of accou nts 
in regard to the law enacted by the 
legislatu re of 1913, legalizing the re­ 
tention by clerks of many thou sands 
of dollars in fees u nder an act p ass­ 
ed by the legislatu re of 
1909, bu t 
which afterward was held 
by 
the 
cou rts to be inv alid, say s the india­ 
nap olis News. 
One of the strongest and most ac­ 
tiv e lobbies of the session last winter 
was that of the cou nty clerks. They 
worked for the p assage of the legal­ 
izing act, and also for an act estab­ 
lishing a schedu le of fees for cou nty 
clerks and designating what fees be­ 
longed to the clerks and what fees 
they were req u ired to tu rn into the 
cou nty treasu ry . 
Su ccess or failu re 
with that bill meant that the clerks 
wou ld win or lose many thou sands of 
dollars throu ghou t the 
state. 
The 
stakes were large 
and 
the 
clerks 
p lay ed a strong game to 
win, 
and 
they won. 
Under the fee and salary law of 
1895 the cou nty clerk was req u ired 
to tu rn all fees collected by him in­ 
to the cou nty treasu ry , and they be­ 
came the p rop erty of the 
cou nty . 
The legislatu re of 1909 p assed a hill 
giv ing the cou nty clerk more than 
fifty of the fees charged and collect­ 
ed by 
him. 
Under thi> 
1909 
act 
many of the c l e r k s retained the fees 
which the act gav e them, while others 
tu rned 
the 
fees 
collected into the 
cou nty treasu ry u ntil the const itll- | 
tu midity of the 1909 law 
cou ld 
he 
tested iii the cou rts. 
The test case 
was filed and the co urts held the act 
u nconstitu tional. 
This 
continu ed in 
force the act of 1895 . 
This left u p in the air the clerks 
who had retained the fees, 
for it 
p laced them in p osition where they 
might be req u ired to p ay the money 
into the cou nty treasu ry . To p rev ent 
this the clerks organized the lobby 
and worked for the p assage of the 
legalizing aet of the 1913 session. 
William J. Kelley , who was clerk 
of Rip ley cou nty , was one of the 
clerks that p aid the fees 
collected 
into the cou nty treasu ry . 
After the 
legalizing act of 1913 became a law 
he p rep ared an itemized statement of 
these fees to which he believ ed he 
was entitled. 
The hill amou nted to 
something like $4 20. 
Ile p resented 
the bill to J. 
F r a n c i s Lochard, cou nty 
au ditor and asked for a warrant for 
the amou nt. 
Lochard declined to issu e the w ar­ 
rant u ntil after the state accou nting 
board had adv ised him whether he 
was ju stified in doing so. 
Lochard 
came to Indianap olis a few day s ago 
and laid the matter before the ac­ 
cou nting dep artment, and .Millard F. 
Cox , cou nsel for the dep artment, has 
written him a letter holding that Kel­ 
ley is entitled to 
recov er the 
fees 
from the cou nty .

In con n ection with the an n oun ce­ 
men t by the departm en t of ag riculture 
of the ten tative adoption of seven dif­ 
feren t g rades for commercial corn , the 
bureau of plan t in dustry ’s g rain stan d­ 
ardization service declares that the 
In vestig ation s 
in 
formulatin g these 
g rades have shown that the “deg ree of 
acidity " is a most Importan t factor 
in determin in g the soun dn ess of corn 
an d likewise its safety for storag e an d 
for shipmen t. . 
While these in vestig ation s clearly in ­ 
dicate that the acidity test affords a 
mean s of accurately measurin g the 
q uality or deg ree of soun dn ess, it has 
n ot been in cluded in the g rade req uire­ 
men ts for the reason that n either the 
g rain 
In spection 
departm en ts 
n or 
boards of appeal are fam iliar with or 
eq uipped for makin g such determin a­ 
tion s in commercial g radin g . 
The result likewise in dicates that 
soun d cora of g ood q uality does n ot 
exceed 22 c. c. in acidity ; th at corn 
with an acidity In excess of 26 c. c. has 
already un derg on e partial deteriora­ 
tion an d is un safe for storag e, while 
corn showin g an acidity of 30 c. c. or 
over is distin ctly of in ferior q uality , 
such as would in almost every In stan ce 
be classed as sample g rade un der the 
presen t sy stem of g radin g 
The deg ree of acidity represen ts the 
n umber of cubic cen timeters of the 
solution req uired to n eutralize the acid 
in 1.100 g rams of corn .

UNLOOKED-FOR 
TESTIMONY 


Broker Fuller, Testifying Before the 


Impeachment Managers, Reveals the 


Contents of a Note on the Strength 


of 
Which

ernor's Signature. 


New Yo rk. Sept. 13.—In their first 
public hearing in this city the impeach­ 
m ent managers dug up the strangest 
piece o f ev idence th at has been gath­ 
ered to use against William Sulzer at 
his co ming trial. 
It is this: 
Unless 
so mebo dy has been fo rging his hand­ 
writing so skillfully as to deceiv e men 
who hav e kno wn him fo r y ears, it was 
Sulzer and no t the “damned scala 
wags” who m he said he’d “like to 
punch” that first used Mrs. Sulzer’s 
name in relatio n to his sto ck specula­ 
tio n. 
Mo reo v er, it was pro v ed in the o pin­ 
io n o f the bo ard o f managers that fully 
a mo nth befo re he was impeached the 
go v erno r was scheming to make it ap­ 
pear that his wife was respo nsible fo r 
the careless handling o f campaign 
funds and the sto ck m arket o pera­ 
tio ns which he knew wo uld be dis­ 
clo sed by the Frawley co mmittee. 
It was thro ugh Melv ille 13. Fuller o f 
the bro kerage firm o f Harris & Fuller 
—the same man who first rev ealed be­ 
fo re the Frawley co mmittee the go v ­ 
e rn o rs ex tensiv e sto ck speculatio n— 
that the ev idence o f the use o f Mrs. 
Sulzer’s name was o btained. 
Subpe- 
naed befo re the bo ard o f managers, 
he analy zed William Sulzer's acco unt 
with Harris & Fuller fro m the day it 
was o pened, June 27, 19 10, to July 19 
o f this y ear, when in respo nse to un­ 
co mplimentary 
dunning 
letters 
the 
go v erno r persuaded his nav al aide. 
Lieutenant Co mmander Lo uis M. Jo - 
sephthal, to take o v er the ac<*o unt by 
the pay ment o f the go v erno r’s debt o f 
$26,739 .71. 
“Did y o u hav e a written o rder fro m 
the go v erno r directly to turn o v er to 
Mr. Jo sephthal the securities held by 
y o u in the go v erno r’s nam e?” asked 
Isido r Kresel, co unsel to the bo ard o f 
managers. 
“I did,” said Mr. Fuller. 
He tele­ 
pho ned to his o ffice and in a few min­ 
utes the o rder was pro duced befo re 
the managers. 
Ex cept fo r the signa­ 
ture it was ty pewritten. 
It was as fo l­ 
lo ws: 
“New Yo rk. July 14, *13. 
“Messrs. Harris & Fuller: 
Gentle­ 
m en—Please 
deliv er 
to 
Lieutenant 
Co mmander L. M. Jo sephthal the se­ 
curities no w held as co llateral in my 
lo an upo n pay ment o f the debit bal­ 
ance due thereo n. 
“WILLIAM SULZER. 
“Fo r Mrs. Sulzer.” 
The impeachment managers had ex ­ 
pected no such 
rev elatio n as this. 
They were frankly surprised. 
Fuller 
in reply to q uestio ns said that Mrs. 
Sulzer had nev er dealt with him o n 
the acco unt referred to . 
Mr. Fuller ex plained that Mr. Sul­ 
zer’s signature made the o rder satis­ 
facto ry to the bro kerage firm and he 
had nev er q uestio ned the go v erno r as 
to what “Fo r Mrs. Sulzer” meant. 
Mr. 
Jo sephthal had handed him a check 
fo r $26,139 .71 o n July 14, and that 
clo sed the Sulzer acco unt. 
He further 
stated that he nev er had an acco unt 
with Mrs. Sulzer. 
The mo st Interesting thing bro ught 
o ut in the hearing, with the ex ceptio n 
o f the “fo r Mrs. Sulzer” no te, was the 
fact that thirteen day s atter the elec­ 
tio n Mr. Sulzer was able to pay into 
his acco unt with H arris & Fuller $10.- 
000 cash—ten $1,000 bills. 
No thing 
was learned as to ho w the go v erno r 
go t the mo ney .

heard W atson intended to hav e him 
indicted for perju ry , lie Withdrew’ it. 
Ile ex plained that when his ser­ 
v ices in Congress ex pired M arch 4, 
19 09 , he went home immediately , and 
not u ntil the latter part of M arch was 
he called to W ashington and offeree 
the employ ment to boost the Tariff 
Commission, which he accepted. Ile 
receiv ed, he said, a retainer of $500 
and a salary of $250 a week and ex ­ 
penses. 
The total amou nt paid him 
u nder the contract, he testified, was 
$3,7 50, and there was no contingent 
fee. 
“There was nothing secret, nothing 
insidiou s abou t it,’ lie stated. 
“ I be­ 
liev ed they had a perfect 
right 
to 
employ men and that I had perfect 
right to accept.” 
As to his general condu ct while in 
the pu blic serv ice and the honesty of 
Senator.^ and Representativ es in Con­ 
g re ss, Mr. W atson said: 
“Nobody ev er paid me one 
penny 
while I was a member of Congress on 
any proposition. 
“While I was whip of 
the

for six 
y ears,” declared 
Watson, 
pou nding on the table in front of him, 
“I was intimately acqu ainted with 
almost ev ery member, and I nev er 
knew a corru pt man in the Hou se.” 
When qu estioned abou t lectu res for 
the m anu factu rers or allied organiza­ 
tions, W atson div erted to take a shot 
' at Secretary Bry an. 
“He is the John D. Rockefeller of 
the Chau tau qu a platform ,” said W at­ 


son. 
“ He ha s made more money ou t
